All officers are to be elected for1 a; term of two years, with the excep- 


tion of the police judge, clerk of police court and police prosedutor, whose 
terms are fixed by thc constitution at three years. 
The original Nash bill 


provided for three-year terms for all officers. 


OFFICERS APPOINTED BY MAYOfl. 


Under the code the mayor will appoint these officers: 
1. A bi-partisan sinking fund commission of four members, to serve 


four years ;this commission is to act also as a tax commission. 


2. A bi-partisan board of public safety, of two or four 
members, as 


council may. determine, to be confirmed by a two-thirds vote of the city 
council. In case of council's refusal to confirm, then the governor will ap- 
point. In cities where council and mayor are of opposite politics, this means 
taat the governor will appoint. The governor 
-will appoint in Columbus. 


The board of public safety is to conduct the civil service examinations for 
the police and fire departments. 


3. A board of health of five members, of which 
the mayor shall be 


president. 


4. A bi-partisan library board ofsix members. 
5. In cities where private hospitals receive appropriations for taxes, or 


where parks have been donated cities, hospital and park boards are provid- 
ed. In most instances they are to be under the control of the board of pub- 
lic service. Cincinnati and Toledo are to have university boards of nine 
members. 


MEMBERSHIP OF COUNCIL. 


The membership of council is to be governed by population. In cities 


cf 5,000 inhabitants there are to be seven members, four to be elected by 
wards and three at large. In cities of 25,000 there are to be two additional 
members by wards, and in cities over <so,000 there is to be one additional 
member by wards for each 15,000 inhabitants; 
when the membership of 


council is fifteen or more, one member in every five is to be elected at large. 
This latter provision applies to Columbus. 


TAXATION AND DEBT. 


The aggregate of taxes levied by municipalities, 
exclusive 
of state, 


county, school, library, university, hospital and interest purposes, is limited 
to 10 mills on the dollar. Unless three-fourths of council and three-fourths 
of the voters of the city permit a larger levy. 


Appropriations of funds must be made by council semi-annually. Tem- 


porary loans secured by council can run only 
s»x months. Deficiency 


bonds may run for 50 years, but they must never exceed one per cent of the 
tax duplicate and must be approved by two-thirds of the city council and 
two-thirds of the voters. 


The Longworth bond bill of last winter is not disturbed. 


OTHER FEATURES. 


The bill contains a curative act for the Cincinnati Traction company, 


and re-enacts the present law regarding franchise.

SUBMARINE MOTIVE POWER 


American 
Naval 
Expert 
Believes 


Electricity Should Be Used. 


"The submarine boat of the future 


should, be propelled by electricity," 
said Lieutenant Commander John R. 
Edwards, United States navy, the oth- 
er day. Commander Edwards, who is 
known as an expert student of marine 
propulsion, is making a special study 
of submarine torpedo boats, says a 
Washington special to the New Yor 
Times. 


"It is Impossible to utilize steam fo 


submarine sailing/' continued Com 
mander Edwards, "as the heat wouk 
be too great. 
Inventors, therefore 


turned to gasoline motors for surfao 
"work and the electric storage batteriei 
•when submerged. On the question o 
motive power opinions of naval officers 
differ. I believe gasoline motors shouh 
be abandoned altogether, -while others 
hold that they are valuable for surface 
•work. These give their boats a radius 
of action they coutd not secure by the 
use of storage batteries exclusively 
The French boats, I understand, use 
electricity alone, bnt this limits their 
range to some forty miles and makes 
them comparatively valueless exccpi 
for harbor, defense. 


"I believe it would be possible to 


build submarine torpedo boats suffi- 


_ jciently largejto accommodate batteries 


tWhich would'give a radius of action of 
several hundred miles. The boats now 
being constructed for the navy are 
about 120 tons, and I see no reasons 
why they should not be built of 200 or 
more tons displacement Of course the 
operation of submarine boats by stor- 
age batteries exclusively uonld be a 
very expensive matter, us the batter- 
ies are the most expensive' feature of 
the boats. Those in the Holland cost 
at least §25,000, and larger ones would 
be proportionately expensive. 
" "Gasoline as a fluid does not appear 
to be very dangerous. We have found 
tbat liquid gasoline can be handled 
•with comparative safety. You can al- 
most plunge a torch into it without set- 
ting it afire."

INDIANS IN A NEW ROLE 


Nearly 200,000 Becoming Inde- 


pendent Landowners. 


BPEOIAL ALLOTMENTS BEING MADE 


V«cle 8mm Will Soon Finish the 


Gigantic Tuck of Clonlne' Up ibe 
Tribal Government System Began 
Flftr Years Ago—What Secretory 
Hitchcock Hn» Done. > • • • 
It will be a strange experience for 


tbe congress of the United States to 
meet without having Some phase of 
' the Indian question demanding consid- 
eration, i'et that is a prospect for the 
near future, according to a Washing- 
ton dispatch to the St. Louis Globe- 
democrat. The ratification by the 
Creeks, Gherokees and Chickasaws 
and Choctaws of the treaties recently 
negotiated and adopted by congress 
has made the way clear for a rapid set- 
tlement of the affairs of the Indians, 
b> which the individual members of 
the tribe will receive their allotments 
and become citizens, dependent upon 
their own exertions for their support 
and relieved of the guardianship of the 
nation. This is the plan to which offi- 
cials of the interior department and 


• the-Indian bureau have been working 


for years, and Mr. Hitchcock, secre- 
tary of the Interior, will probably see 
Its consummation. The secretary has 
devoted much of his personal time and 
attention to the question for several 
years, and to his efforts is largely due 
the credit for the unusual progress that 
he has made toward the final solution 
of the problems that have been vexing 
congress in connection with Indian af- 
fairs for more than 100 years. 


It is expected that within a few 


months at least two-thirds of the 240,- 
000 Indians still remaining in the Unit- 
ed States will be independent land- 
owners, each holding a title to a plot 
of good grazing and agricultural land. 
Uncle Sam is acting in the capacity 
of a real estate broker in this distribu- 
tion and is making the special allot- 


"• ments, but without exacting the usual 


commission. 


The process of land division has been 


going on for several years now, and it 
is only a matter of a short time before 
practically all the territory owned by 
the Indians will have been parceled out 


• among the numerous tribes. The big- 


gest job of this kind undertaken by the 
government will soon be completed. 


Some six or seven years ago the mem- 


bers of the five civilized tribes decided 
that they would abolish tlieir tribal 
possessions, consisting chiefly of land, 
among those embraced in the five na- 
tions. These include the Cherokees, 
Creeks, 
Seminoles, 
Choctaws 
and 


Chickasaws, the five most intelligent 
and advanced tribes in the country. 
All their land is located in the Indian 
Territory, and a special commission 
was created by congress to make the 


• allotments. This was done on a basis 


different from that established with 
other tribes. An enrollment was made 
of the members in the five nations, in- 
cluding something like 84,500 men, and 
the division was made on the ground of 
value rather than area. 


,-•*•*'The idea of having tbe tribes aban- 


don their holdings of laud and divide 
it among then: respective members was 
first taken up more than fifty years 


i ago, but It has only been within coru- 


paratively recent years that it has been 
carried out to any extent. It has al- 
ways been recognized that the custom 
of tribal government and ownership 
was one of the chief drawbacks to the 
civilization of the North American In- 
dian. It has consequently been the 
aim of the federal government to break 
it up and fix tbe status of the Indian on 
nearly the same basis of his white 
brother as possible. Accordingly trea- 
ties were negotiated between certain 
tribes and the .government providing 
for the allotment of lands among tbe 
members of tbe respective tribes and 
tbe-sale of the balance to tbe United 
States. These treaties were sent by 
the people to the senate for ratifica- 
tion, just as the treaty of peace with 
Spain was. 


For a long time there was a strong 


prejudice on the part of the Indians 
against surrendering the tribal owner- 
ship to the possessions, and, in fact, 
this still continues" in many quarters. 
But outside of the lands owned by the 
five civilized tribes the government has 
divided into severally more than G,500- 
000 acres. Sixty-five thousand claims 
have been adjusted, giving to each in- 
dividual an average of 100 acres.

He 1* Dliiftppolntcd, bnt Not Discour- 


aged, and Ha* Already Taken Steps 
For a Second Attempt—Three Splen- 
did Stations Established—His Story 
of Quarrel 'With Johannsen. 
Hale and hearty and not discouraged 


by the fact that he fell COO miles sbort 
of his attempt to reach tbe north pole, 
Evelyn B. Baldwin, the 
_ arctic ex- 


plorer, landed in New York the other 
day from the steamer Germanic. 


Almost immediately he took steps 


looking toward another dash for the 
pole. Ice barriers in the fall of 1901 
prevented him from establishing a 
strong outpost well toward the pole 
before the arctic winter set in, and the 
breaking up of the ice this summer 
before he had established that outpost 
prevented field operations and the GOO 
mile dash northward. 


"Even when I had established my 


outpost I could have reached the pole," 
he said In his room in the Hoffman 
House to 'a reporter of the New York 
Prass, "but I couldn't have returned 
safely. In fact, I doubt if I could have 
returned at all. Therefore 1 deemed 
it prudent to advance my supplies as 
far as I could, leave them there, where 
they are perfectly safe, return home 
and perfect plans for a second dash, 
with all the work of the last year 
already done and waiting for me when 
I go back. I am disappointed, but not 
the least discouraged. 


"I left New York on June 13, 1901, 


and went to Dundee, London and the 
continent on business connected with 
the expedition. My ship, the Amer- 
ica, arrived at Tromso, Norway, on 
July G. 1 boarded her there, and the 
supply steamer Frithjof also joined 
us. We left on July 1G, parting com- 
pany at Hemingsvaag, Norway, two 
days later, the Frithjof proceeding to 
Franz-Josef Land and the America 
going to Archangel for the dogs and 
ponies. .We arrived there on July 22, 
taking on board 400 dogs and fifteen 
ponies. Then we went to Vardoe, Nor- 
way, arriving there about July 23, 
leaving almost immediately for Cape 
Flora, on Franz-Josef Lund. 


"We arrived at Cape Flora on Aug. 


15, having experienced much difficulty 
in getting through the ice owing to the 
fogs and frequent calms. < On Aug. IT 
we again met the Fritbjbf, and after 
ascertaining that Austria sound, the 
British channel and other proposed 
routes northward from the Franz-Josef 
Land archipelago were. blocked with 
ice 1 decided to establish headquarters 
on Aiger island, about 80 degrees 22 
minutes north. On Aug. 24 the Frith- 
jof, having discharged her supplies, 
sailed for home. We continued to en- 
deavor to get northward, but without 
success until the closing days "of Sep- 
tember. Finally we were compelled 
to go into winter quarters on Alger 
island, after having used a great deal 
of coal in trying to break through the 
ice barrier. 


"Tbe salty condition of thence and 


the arctic winter night prevented oper- 
ations until Jan. 21, when the sledging 
began and lasted until May 21. The 
result was the establishment of three 
splendid stations^ northward of our 
winter camp on Alger island. The first 
was at Kane lodge, on Greely island, 
forty miles north of tbe winter camp_. 
The next was on a newly charted 
and unnamed island thirty-five miles 
north of Kane lodge, while the third 
was in Crown Prince Rudolf Land, fif- 
teen miles farther north, or ninety 
miles in all. The breaking of the ice 
in June prevented any further field 
operations. 


"We left a houseful of provisions 


and equipment at the first outpost, 
5,000 pounds of condensed food at the 
second and 35,000 pounds of condensed 
food at the third. The distance, ninety 
miles, was covered altogether ten 
times to advance tbe supplies, and 28 
men. 100 dogs and 13 ponies were en- 
gaged at it more than sixty days. 


"Finally, our position becoming dan- 


gerous, we sailed for home. The Amer- 
ica got caught in the ice and sustained 
dnmagc to her shaft and rudder. But 
we came out with every man we took 
in and left the America in Norway to 
prepare for the next dash." 


Mr. Baldwin at first refused to talk 


about the trouble between him and 
Sailing Master Jobannsen of the Amer- 
ica, but after bearing that it had been 
reported that the expedition had been 
sbort of food and supplies he said: 


"There is not a word of truth in the 


report. The trouble between Johann- 
sen and myself first started about the 
lookout, whose name is Arnesen. The 
lookout took up his place in the crow's 
nest on the ship when we were in the

Which Is the Treasury ot Anthra- 
cite Deposits—Inferior Grades Ainu 
Found In Other States. 
Coal consumers who are anxiously 


looking to that section of the United 
States that furnishes the country with 
hard fuel have little conception of tin- 
narrow confines within which the rich 
deposit is found, says the Chicago 
News. It is all in Pennsylvania, and it 
the whole of the three big fields were 
brought together in one compact body 
it would be no larger than a county 
twenty-four miles long and twenty 
two miles wide. 


But when the wonderfully produc 


tive seams and strata down deep In 
the bowels of the earth of this seem 
ingly small county are considered tlie 
area in square miles has little or no 
significance. The best idea of its ca- 
pacity to produce coal uiay be best 
formed when it is stated that the au 
thracite production reaches all the 
way from 50,000,000 to 00,000,000 tons 
a year. 


At this stage of the miners' strike 


and the yearning call for coal, with 
winter coming on apace and with fow 
filled bins, a description of the favored 
anthracite district in the Keystone 
State may be of interest. 
There are 


three principal fields, all in the north- 
eastern corner of the state. The south- 
ern or Schuylkill field is a long, narrow 
trough or basin inclosed by a continu- 
ous mountain called Locust or Broad 
mountain on the north and Sharp 
mountain on the south. There are sev- 
eral deep cuts in these mountain bar- 
riers down to the bottom of the valley 
through -which various streams pass, 
forming the drainage of the country 
and affording convenient locations for 
railways to carry the coal to market. 
In this field there are 14U square miles. 


The second district comprises tbe 


Shamokin, Mabanoy and Lehigh ba- 
sins, which occupy the summit of the 
highest ground between the waters of 
the Schuylkill on the south, the Le- 
high on the east, the Susquehanna on 
the west, in the midst of a dense chain 
of mountains extending across the en 
tire country between the last two riv- 
ers. 
In this field of anthracite there 


are 128 square miles. 


The third section is the Wyoming 


and Lackawanna, and it is the largest 
and finest of tbe great anthracite coal 
basins. It rests in a beautiful valley, 
a solid, unbroken field fifty miles long 
and from four to five miles wide and 
contains 198 square miles of territory. 
It is all in one county—that of Luzerne 
—and is completely shut in by moun- 
tain barriers. 


in the three fields described there are 


472 square miles that are underlaid 
with the now precious fuel on which 
the country depends to warm its thou- 
sands of homes. The traveler who 
looks "from the window of a Lehigh 
Valley car as the train winds through 
the mountain passes and scoots down 
the valley like a streak not only views 
some of the grandest scenery of the 
world, but gazes into the treasury of 
black diamonds without which his own 
apartments at home would lose much 
of their comfort and cheer. 


In most instances fiese famous fields 


get their names from the rivers that 
drain the country and in places wash 
the mountain bases. The north branch 
of the Susquehanna river is formed by 
the junction of the Cheniuug with the 
Susquehanna in Bradford county just 
within the northern boundary of the 
state. Thence it pursues a southeast- 
erly course 100 miles to I'ittston, cut- 
ting n valley 500 to 1,000 feet deep, 
first through the Chemung group and 
farther south through the old red sand- 
stone or Catskill group, the dip cf the 
formations being toward the soutb. 


There is no coal whatever in the part 


of tbe state northeast of this portion of 
the river, but at I'ittston the river 
strikes the inside center of the Wyo- 
ming and Lackawanna coalfield, which 
lies in a northeast and southwest direc- 
tion in the form of a moon in the first 
quarter, with the convex side toward 
Philadelphia and tbe upper horn point-

Louisiana corn is to Kansas, and it is 
jUKt as lilting that this state should 
hold a celebration in honor of King 
Corn as that Louisiana should pny 
tribute to Kin? Cotton. The principal 
cities show their devotion to their be- 
nevolent monarch by giving carnivals 
which are among the most unique cel- 
ebrations in the United States or in 
the •world. The corn carnivals already 
held this year are noteworthy in hav- 
ing surpassed any seen before. 


Of course it is imperative that the 


decorations for the festivities shall 
clearly indicate the character'of the 
celebration, and it is wonderful what 
artistic results can be attained with 
corn as the working material. With 
the red aud yellow kernels pictures 
are made like those that ornamented 
the Illinois exhibit at the I'an-Auicri 
can exposition. For a background to 
these pictures the plumclike tops of 
the Kaffir corn are used, woven into a 
beautiful fringe. 
The cars are built 


into pillars and arches, some of the lat- 
ter spanning streets. The stalks are 
manipulated to form delicate looking 
latticework. 


One feature that is not always pres- 


ent, but is a strong attraction at a har- 
vest carnival, is a statue of King Corn, 
which should be erected on a pedestal 
high enough to enable his majesty to 
tower over the street Corn silk can be 
utilized to give him a beard or whisk- 
ers, and corn kernels will provide him 
with a tolerably efficient pair of eyes. 


Then of course there must be a corn 


parade, for no carnival of any de- 
scription would*be complete -without n 
Barade. Floats emblematical of the oc- 
casion are indispensable, aud corn deco- 
rated carriages aud vehicles add to the 
gayety of the scene. Every marcher in 
the ranks carries a cornstalk staff and 
bags full of kernels with which to be- 
sprinkle the onlookers. 


One thing that should not be over- 


looked is tbe weird and wonderful cos- 
tume effects produced by com. Tho 
transformation of the husks into arti- 
cles of clothing and adornment has be- 
come an art in the corn belt. The men 
in the procession wear coats made of 
husks, with ruffles and stitches, giving 
them an imposing appearance, and the 
whole dyed in all the colors of the rain- 
bow. 
The women don cornhusk bon- 


nets, the little girls wear strings of 
beads made from'kernels, and the boys 
carry imitation torches composed of the 
husks, stalks and tassels. 


Throughout carnival time the whole 


town is given over to the -worship of 
King Corn. Enterprising merchants
